Government chemist, Dr A. J. Nutten, this morning 
linked various chemicals and equipment found by 
the Police at three addresses in Kowloon with the 


manufacture of heroin. 


Tne accused before Judge 
HLELB. How ae Lui Kwong- 
keuny, alias Liu Cheung-lum, 
Ng Kain-wah, alas Ny Yiu, and 
Yuen Mel, woman, ‘They 
pleaded not guilty to possession 
of and manufacturing herein on 
June 11. 


Lul pleaded guilty to another 
charge of possession of 19 
grammes of crude morphine. 

All accused are represented 
by Mr K. Y. Yung, of Messrs

: Morley-John Crown Counsel, 15 
prosecuting. 


The equipment and chemicals 
together with 19 gramuncs of 
crude morphine and 104% ounces 
of heroin were found at 3 Ho- 
muntin Street, top floor, 44 
Kwong Wah Street, first floor, 
and 292 Prince Edward Road, 
accond floor, by the Police in 
ratds on June 11. 


TRACES OF HEROIN 


Dr Nutlen told of the vitrious 
articles he  ¢xaminecd which 
Included a glass Miter und fun- 
nel, a pump, meusuring glass, 
drying bath, chatty, sieves, 
basins, scrapers, knives, sclis- 
sors, filter paper, scales, rubber 
tubes, nozzles, spoons, and a 
stapler. He sald tht& traces of 
heroin were on some of these. 

He was of the opinion that 
from what he had seen of the 
equipment and chemicals, they 
were used for making heroin, 
und went on to describe the 
use of the chemicals found by 
the Police. 

He sald that the nitrate and 
acetic acid could be used for 
making heroin. Acetic was 
essential, nitrate had other alter- 
natives. Acetic anhydride was 
absolutely cssential in the manu- 
facture of heroin and in Hong- 
kong there was no other mown 
use for this chemical, Amonia 
solution was on alkaline used 
for preparing heroin base from 
salt of heroin the iden being to 
get the heroin Into a form 
which was readily purified. 
Alcohol was a common solvent 
used during the purification of 
the heroin base, strychnine was 
also used in the manufacture of 
heroin. 

As to some dyestuff found on 
the premises, Dr Nutten said 
that for some reason addicts 
lke to buy their heroinin a 
partleular colour and manufac- 
turers often coated the granulcs 
in different dycstuff, «
